'All our grain was exhausted," he

irniy. With tho exception of a small 
mpply of meat and a meagre quantity 
of field .crops, we had nothing. 


"Our people knew food was expected 


from America, and its.arrival was the 
sole topic of conversation throughout 
the province . Because it did not arrive 
.he lirst day they heard of its dispatch,' 
-he poorer classes began 
to become 


inxious, and Ihclr' anxiety- increased 
daily. When they became aware that 
rood from America actually 
was. in 


Liege, they were almost frantic w'ltli 
joy. 


"'The Americans have saved 
us 


from starvation,' was tlie cry on every 
lip. 
Every American seen In Liege was 


hailed as a. benefactor. Whenever an 
automobile earning an American flag 
passes in the streets, Hie people take 
off their hats."

"Seventeen thousand tons of wheat 


has been received In Liege," tlie com- 
mittecman said, "and 35,000 people are 
being supplied with nearly a half a 
pound apiece daily, it Is not a great 
quantity for a grown man when he has 
little else, but it is saving us from 
starvation. Rich and poor alike receive 
the same amount.
